teſs., as Hippocrates and Experience alſo ſhew 5 brit 
with this Efron , that in thoſe Vegetables, which 
we call Cold , the Alcaly doth; predominate, and 
they are not fermentable , unleſs by the help of an 
outward Acid, or being excited by heat ; but in thoſe 
which are hot , the Acid-prevyails , and therefore they 
are eaſily fermentable, as in the Progreſs will appear. 
Alſo the Alcaly of fome Vegetables is nearer to fix, 
and therefore it joynes in with Acid Minerals ; as 1 
have ſhewed in Galls, in the greater Houſleak, in 
 Rindsof Pomgranates, &c. The Alcatlzes of others, are 
much more delicate, fo that Acid Minerals do preſent- 
ly abſime them, in as* much as they are nutritive- 
and fit for the digeſtion of Animals , which conſiſts in 
a milder Aciaity : of which fort are Winter-green.,, Sa- 
micle ,. Bettony , Fole-foat , 8&c, Which therefore are called 
Vulnerary Herbs, whoſe Alcaly teſtrains and hinders 
the injuſt Acidity riſing in the Stomach , as it lefſens 
it alſo in wonuds, becauſe all Acidity out.of the Stomach, 
ts hurtful, morbous, and accompanies putrefaCtion, which 
the Vulgar call hear , from the effect , forit cauſes a Fea- 
vour, and putrefies Wounds; 'many skilful "Chyturge- 
ons have taken notice'of that Acizity. in wounded men,, 
as the beginner of heat "and putrefaction, and have there- 
fore forbade them the uſe of Wme , and not without.

Medicines , which he there learned, among ſeveral Phyſicians , 
his Friends ; That fo they might be approved by their Experi- 
ence, Thus be wrote of the wonderfml efficacy of Fire aud of 
Treacleto Piſo, 4 Piece mſt worthy to be read: And he high- 
ly extols Eſchiros , the Empirick., his Maſter, from whom he 
larned how to burn Crabbs, | 

Wherefore Galen's Praiſe remains entire, ayd He will al- 
Ways be accounted 4 moſt ſagacions Perſon ; To whom, as well 
as to Hippocrates, a Reverence is due , as tothe beginners and 
producers of muny , « if not all Good Things. ' - 

So that Natural Philoſophy ( now Hled Chymiftry ) ac- 
cordiug to Hippocrates, 554 moſt Ancient Scieuce , being de- 
rived from the Greeh words *Als, ſignifying Salt , and Cheo., 
to Melt: Hence came the word Alchymy , as much as to 
ſay ,* The Art of melting Salts. And 'tis rightly called fo, 
For Natiwre her ſelf cay produce no fruit at all, anlefs the - 
Internal Salts of the Seeds be diſſolved in the Earth ( as 1 ſhall 
Ocnlarly demonitrate ” And theſe once diſſolved, do apain alt 

one another ,. and ſo ariſe into a Plant for its mk uſes, 
aud then they ceaſe from their labogr ; for as Hippocrates af- 
frms ,” One Spirit draws too, another thruſts from, both 
doingthe ſame thing , anditinclines to cither part (the 
Encreafing and Vegetating ) and fo they imitate the'na- 
Rs Chjovical biloſc firuftedb | 

The Chymical Philoſopher , inſtrufted by Hippocrates ,takes 
theſe _= thus bros ” nature to Maturity , and 'in them 
conſiders thoſe Tiwo (Salts) the Organs of Nature , viz. Fire 
and Water ;' and by Art ; he urges them to attion, by "milting 
' the Salts according to Natures Law, as weary teaches, and 
then a new thing 15 produced, which was not before ; for Exam- 
ple Bread , Tu This the'Ayppocratiſt or Chymiſt 474in takes 

into confider ation ; the Inflrantnt; of Nature; which he fur- 
ther aſſiſts by his helping*hand , melting the" Salts ; and imita- 
teng Nature TOpy ot brings forth a new ProduStion', which - 
we 
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we call Vinegar : © Now the Chymiſt obſerving that in; this 
Vinegar the Fire doth exceed the Water (our Mater teaching, 
That no Sapor ſhould overcome by its proper faculty :) He 
therefore conſumes the Acid part by its contrary, and a;a'n di- 
vides the Fire from the Water , and ſo anew Produttioncalled 
Hot-water & generated, which by te 6 by the occult help of 
Art , is fixed into an Alcaly ; and ſo the Cariomw Hippocrariit 
goes 0n mixiny aud altering , till he obtains his intent': And 
at laſt he d:ſtrojs both the' Inſtruments or Facnlties by repeated 
meltings of the Salts. And thou h htreby he may ſeems to ig- 
norant Perſons to have prodgted ſome New things, yet thre 
z no ſuch matter, for the thinrs are moſt Ancient, only he 
melts and re-melts the Salts as often as the Laws of Nature

ing he difcovers the ignorance and unzkilfulnef 
write that Chymiſtry &' exerciſed about the i7noble fuſign rl 
Atctals and Minerals , as if theſe would be melted with a (0 
Fire, but the contrary is well known to ſuch who have over- 
ſeen either of them t1 be melted; for Goldrequires not a gentle, 
but a very ſtrong Fire ;Wherefore the Philoſopher doth not here 
underſtand this rude way of Operation , $hough he takes his be- 
ginning from it ; which he preſently clears by a plain familar 
example: Man , ſays he, doth threftr, waſh, and grinde 
Bread-corn, and baking it, he uſes not a ſtrong Fire to 
make itupin a body, but a ſoft and gentle one.

Wherefore if Nature do preceds Art,and Art doth bat imitate 
Nature , there is noman under the Sun, who hath not within 
himſelf , as it were a Chymical and Salt-melting ſhop , only the . 
Canonical.Phyſician , who bears an hatred to the opinions of 
Hippocrates , by reaſon of. his ignorance of this Ancient Art , 
excepts himſelf , as being altogether #nacquainted with this ds- 
-vinely inſpired Science. And by means of ſuch Ignoramus's, 
Phylick :s accounted the meaneſt of all Profeſſions , ® 3 hath

thoſe ſteps; 'railing-4nq deelaimmeg' nat 'ofity againſt 
the Ancients, but the Mdderns allo { Folffowers of Hip- 
pocrates and Galen, in fuch fort, that there 'is hardly an 
Arrow in the Quiver of Slander, which he fhoots-not at 
them. | 1had formerly inſtructed this Man in'the way of 
making F:p*rinz Sale , but under. a Metaphorical -diſ- 
guize (for 1 had denied" 'to teach him in plain terms) 
and now he proclaims me for a Cheat, and that 7-hin- 
oy Impoſture the thaking of it pablitk : 1 ingeniouſly 
confeſs, that here, at leaſt in part, the Reformer ſpeaks 
trath*; for whatſoever "mate Bieheians who were lo-. 
vers of Truth' fiinous heretofore," the {ame things Im- 
poſtors do craftily adulterate, Our Hippocrates yon - 

| | raid . 
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fraid of ſuch'Cheats, which. made him conceal his Anti- 
peſtilential Metlicament,: by' which he had procured (6 
much Honour to himſelf, and' had happily and ſecurely 
cured that Diſeaſe; as his Epiſtles do teſtifie, 

Paracelſus did alſo dread Impoſtors, who by his won- 
derful Art cured the (otherwiſe incurable) Contagions 
of the Body, as his Epitaph ſpeaks; which may be ſeen 

raven on a ſtone at Saltsbwrge, in the Hoſpital of S. Se- 
aſtians, 

In our dayes Lazarus Riverixs feared the like Cheats, 
and for that cauſe he publiſhed his Specifique againſt Fea- 
vors under a Metaphor. So Helmont very prudently vai- 
led the Liquor which (with Paracelſ#s) he calls by a cor- 
rupt Name Alcaheſt ; which yet 1s not free from Adul- 
terators ; bur inſtead thereof the Reformer fubſtitutes 
Vinegar ; * hereupon, being inſtructed by my loſs, 1 be- 
came my own School-maſter , and have often thought 
upon that Saying of Eſcheurenterus to Gratarolus , Thou 
knoweſt on eaſier terms the Sentence paſſed at Bononia , that 
he was proclaimed a Traytor to his Countrey , and worthy to 
be hanged, who firſt made a Filatory at Trent in Germany 
which is an Engine whereby Raw Silk 'by Spindles is 
artificially drawn into Threads. 

So that I have hitherto concealed That which might 
ennoble a Phyſician , being jealous , not without cauſe, 
keſt by my ſluggiſhneſs and neglect , it might fall into 
the hands of Impoſtors , and thereby the worthy and 
the unworthy ſhould undergo the ſame Fate. 

But the earneſt importunity of this * Reformer hath 
cauſed me to ſelett ſome things out of the heap of my 
Obſervations and Experiments ( which I had deſigned 
only for my own uſe) and now to make them publick ; 
yer ſtill I keep to the Precept of + Hermes , That the 
Wiſdom of the Author ought to be greatcr than his Book. 


But I muſt follow the Clew of inevitable Fate ; and I 
undertake this labour the more willingly , . that I may 
diſcover the right way to thoſe that wander, and may 
bring back Straglers into it : As alſo, that thoſe who 
have hitherto oppoſed this Art, might at length correct 
their miſtakes, and begin to be wiſer : And further alſo, 
that 
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that they who practiſe it , may aſſuredly underſtand 
that it is founded on the Principles of Nature ; and fo 
for the future may be delivered from the crafts and: de- 
ceits of Sophiſters and Impoſtors. In this work, I mind 
more the Truth of the Cauſe, than the Ornaments of 
Elocution ; for the ſpeech of Truth, ſays Exripides , is 
plain, neither matters it therein what ſtile we uſe, eſpe- 
cially ſince Cicero doth not require Eloquence in a Phi- 
loſopher , much lefs doth Celſws in a Phyſician : For as 
Plato faith , when we diſpute of things, the rudeneſs or 
the elegancy of words are not to. be heeded , but only 
that ſatisfaction may be obtained,. as to. the Doctrine of 
the things themſelves; neither have I inſerted- florid dt- 
ſputings, or adious altercations, but whatſoever offers it 
ſelf more occultly to the Senſes, that, Experience being 
my guide, I have deſpoiled of its coverings, and have 
expoſed the truth of things naked to the eyes of all be- 
holders , ſo. that: every individual. man may knowvit ; 
for Truth loves brevity ,. not diſputation. By this Com- 
paſs I have Steered: Draw: near. therefore, all ye Lovers 
of Truth, and: you ſhall behold things (both admirable 
and. pleaſant ) with your eyes, yea- and handle them 
with your hands , which have hitherto ſtood remote: 
_ our ſenſatiqn and knowledge. Now to the work

But for my part I cannot ſee that the Ancients deſerve 
to be accuſed of abſurdity or ſimplicity in this thing, ſo 
as to incur the undue- reprehenſion of the Reformer : ſo 
that before we judge, we are to: hear, and that both 
ſides; and we ought to find out: what' the Szt Armoni- 
ack of the Ancients was, and for what reaſon they ſub- 
ſtituted it in the-room of Common Salt? and 'for what:

Sal-kaly. This Salt is not found in Natures three King- 
doms, unleſs it be produced by Art ,. through the help of 
Fire ; whence it is that this Virgin is ſaid by the Ancients 
to have three Fathers, viz. Nature, Fire, and the Philo- 
ſopher. 
This Sal-kahj,. as other Salts,. is part of the Compoſitum, Alcaly is 
et deprived of its ſeminal vertues , only it hath an ab- ##an* and * 
Rerfive, Sope-like, and reſolving property ; and by rea- PW 
ſon of this inanition , being. as it were without form, it 
ſucks up and. imbibes all ſorts'of Acids, (the Ancients 
call it impregnation. ). Hence- it is that all Salts which 
do mortifie Acids are called'by one generalname, Alca- 
lies, which are found not only in the vegetable, but alſo 
in the- Animal and. Mineral Kingdoms : And in [theſe 
three, there are ſeveral forts of them , viz. fix'd, vola- 
tile, manifeſt, occult, and of a middle nature, taken from -: 
parts of: Animals which are- to be demonſtrated to the 
eye. But firſt I ſhall. begin with that which is more 
known , - which is found in. a Flint, which conſidered, 
quatenus, a Flint,.is thought by the unskilful to-be under 
the Regiment . only of one Rector ; but the 2 
als-.

conſtitured a Flint : ) Theſe Faculties the Chymiſts alter 
by the help of a due Fire, which alteration 1s called '/»- 
cineration, for of its own accord it turns to a Powder, 

whence it 1s called by a common name, Calx or Lie. 
In this Calx or Calcinated Aſhes , the Chymiſt again 
Sis © comprehends the above-named Faculties , which for our
